A RESOLUTION SUPPORTING H.R. 1836 
AND URGING THE INDIANA GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY TO ENACT SAME INTO LAW. 

WHEREAS, airports are absolutely essential to the welfare 
and continued growth of the area which they serve by attract¬ 
ing new industry and providing additional services for more 
people and businesses; and, 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, through its 
Board of Aviation Commissioners, for the past 23 years has 
been able to maintain its two municipal airports without 
resorting to local tax money; and, 

WHEREAS, in order to assist in financing needed growth 
without resorting to tax revenue obtained from taxing pro¬ 
perty in the City of Fort Wayne and/or Allen County, it is 
necessary that local aircraft license tax funds be used for 
improvement and expansion of airport facilities; and, 

WHEREAS, having local aircraft license taxes are worth 
ten times the amount thereof for support of municipally, owned 
airports because Federal matching funds are available at a 
ration of 90% Federal and 10% local; and 

WHEREAS, H.R. 1836 will have the effect of routing the 
funds derived from taxes on local aircraft stationed at the 
Fort Wayne municipal airports directly to the municipal 
airports to be administered by the Board of Aviation Com¬ 
missioners of Fort Wayne, Indiana, for the repair and im¬ 
provement of the airports supervised by said Board of 
Aviation Commissioners of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


That every possible support be given to 
the passage of H.R. 1836 by the General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana; 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Common Council 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, in regular 
session assembled does hereby urge the passage 
by the Indiana General Assembly of H.R. 1836; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this 
Resolution be sent to all of the Senators 
in the Indiana General Assembly representing 
the area involved. ...
